There was some reason for this em- 
bargé .on -the correspondents. for the 
press. The Spanish Government cannot 
supervise the reports of consular officers of 
the United States, however, and there is good 
reason for the belief that Consul-General 
Williams’ recent reports have been of a 
serious character, and many recent battles 
and skirmishes which are said to have re- 
Royalists may.in real- 
ity have been ineurgent successes. 

When Consul.General Williams. was re- 
turned to Havana the statement was made 
} by State Department people that it was con- 
sidered advisable to have a bold, fearless, 
thoroughly American representative there 
when the break-up came. Williams is a man 
who cannot be bullied or fooled, and if the 
-insurgents have made eecret advances he 
knows of it and has informed Secretary 
Olney promptiy. 

The Spanish Government recently protested 
against the use of the consular mail bags by 
private persons, and this fact alone is suffi- 
cient to indicate the suppression ot news was 
vital to the interests of the Spanish cause in 
the island. 

The thing which has been bothering ‘the 
President and Secretary Olney is the fact that 
as yet no demand or request for the recogni- 
tion of belligerent rights has come from the 
insurgents. It was learned tonight positively 
that such a request has been formulated by 
the patriot chiefs, who have furnished evi- 
dence of a quasi-national organization and 
the possibility of the success of the movement. 


Request for Recognition. 


This request of the President-of the United 
States is now either on its way here or has 
actually been received, and it is hinted that 
this accounts for the readiness of the Spanish 
Government to settle the Mora claim at once, 
so that this government would have no in- 
dividual reasons for interlering in the affairs 
of the island. 

At the same tinie, President Cleveland 
could not ignore a formal demand from the 
patriots for recognition.

** By the way, Consul-General Williams is 
being kept pretty busy at Havana these days 
with applicants for passports as naturalized 
citizens of the United States. In miost in- 
stances these applications come from persons 
who have lived on the island fora number of 
years until it was well-nigh forgotten that 
they have ever been in this. country. Now, 
however, they want to be registered as Amer- 
ican citizens at the United States Consulate 
in Havana with a view to claiming protection 
if their interests are involved in any way.”’

AN ABORTIVE RACE. 

The third of the series of races for Amer- 
ica’s cup, which was set for yesterday, ‘‘per- 
ished in the borning.”” The two boats 
@rossed the | starting line, Defender at 
11:20:24 and Valkyrie at 11:21:59. In the 
maneuver for the start there was no inter- 
ference, and Defender, as will be seen, had 

a slight advantage. At 11:25, however, it 
Ae apparent Valkyrie was not to make the 
race, It had hoisted a flag of protest, re- 
turned to the lightship, was taken in tow, 
and headed for New York, while Defender 
continued on its way and sailed over the 
course alone. The reason alleged for Val- 
kyrie’s protest was that the excursion fleet 
interfered with the yachts, and Lord Dunra- 
yen, who has protested over and over again 
against overcrowding, determined not to 
make the rape against exasperating obsta- 
eles for which there was not the shadow of 
an excuse. Under the circumstance Defend- 
er as almatter of form was justified in going 
over the course, but as a matter of strict 
justice and impartiality there was no race. 
The cup, however, probably remains with us, 

The only race of the three which can be re- 
garded as fairly sailed was the first one, 
when, under! conditions distinctly favorable 
to Valkyrie, ‘Defender beat it eight minutes 
and proved lf unquestionably the better 
boat of the two. The second race was won 
by Defender use of the foul of Valkyrie, 
though the latter came in forty-deven sec- 
onds ahead. | If it be true that.Mr. Iselin has 
agreed to try the race again, it is not im- 
probable Lord Dunraven will refuse to ac- 
eept under existing circumstances. As to 
the race yesterday, it was a farce, but judg- 
ment as to the action of Lord Dunraven 
should be suspended unttfl he has teen heard 
from officially. There is @ possibility that 
he was. so angry at the decision of the Re- 
gatta committee as to the second race that 
he did not intend to make the third one, and 
the maneuvering of Vaikyrie at the start 
lends a shadow of confirmation to this the- 
ory. Be that as it may, the cup race of 1805 
has broken down, and it may leave behind 
it an aftérmath of bitter feeling among the 
yachtsmen of the respective countries. 

One thing ? pretty certain. The race for 
America’s cup will never be sailed again at 
New York, and it never should be. In every 
one of the three races the excursion steam- 
ers crowded upon the course so as to infer- 
fere with the movements of the yachts, and 
this notwithstanding the protests of all con- 
cerned, There is very little in the contest 
which any one.can regard with any degree 
of cog veg og It would have been infin- 
itely better if Mr. Iselin had abandoned all 
protest and jhad let Valkyrie have the sec- 
ond race. uman nature is human nature, 
and Lord Dunraven is not to be blamed over- 
much for at last losing his temper over 
such a display of hoggishhess and selfish- 
ness as has occurred in connection with 
these races upon the part of outsiders.

CHICAGO TRADE WITH THE SOUTH. 
Chicago is about to send a large delegation 
of leading business-men to the Atlanta Ex- 
position and to other Southern points. It is 
hoped that the result of the visit will be not 


only the cultivation of amore friendly fecl- 


ing between our people and those of the 
Southern States, but the establishment of 
more intimate business relations to the ad- 
vantage of both. The prospect for the latter 
has stimulated Cincinnati and st. Louis te 
endeavor to outdo Chicago in working for 
Southern business, and it ‘seems probable 
that a great effort will be made in the direc- 
tion of opening up and fostering intimate 
trade relations between the two sections 
which are situated north and south of the 
Ohio River. 

This is much to be desirad, and'to some it 
appears so likely to be accomplished that 
already they are asking if the West will not 
take hold of the movement so freely as to 
take from New York City its supremacy in 
Southern financial and business affairs. 
There might be some reagon to talk about 
this, if not to expect it, but for the fact that 
the carrying companies south of the Ohio 
discriminate persistently and severely in 
favor of the Northern citi¢s on the Atlantic 
seaboard as against Chicago and other 
points within a few hundred miles of: this 
city. This*has been the rule for many years 
past, and it still is kept in force'in spite of 
the order issued several months ago by the 
Inter-State Commerce ission directing 
the Southern roads at once to revise their 
tariffs and make rates more equitable to the 
merchants of the North. Tur of 


last Wednesday gave a few samples of the 


discriminations that are practiced and which 
are so great as practically to shut out this 
city from Southern trade, unless the appeal 
taken by the Southern results in the 
commission being sustained.

ANOTHER ISSUE OF BONDS! 

Less” jthan three weeks remain of the time 
the eontract between-the bond syndicate 
and the government has to run, if the gen- 
er@l understanding of the matter be not 
ati fault. It is probable that during the re- 
mainder of this month the Treasury gold re- 
serve will be maintained by the syndicate 
at near the 100 million mark, though doubts 
haive been expressed in regard to this, and 
some think it possible that this week will 
witness an important reduction of the re- 


, serve. Whether this be so or not, the ques- 


tidn is if little more than half a month has 
to: elapse, or but a day or two more will 
pass, before a definite statement in regard 
to'the future is imperatively called for. 

it is exceedingly doubtful if the exports 
of our produce and other merchandise will 
be sufficient to prevent a further large out- 
flaw of gold during the fall months. Our 
exportable surplus of wheat seems to be 
only a moderate one and the price is low. 
Ovr corn surplus will be an abundant one, 
but hardly will be in a condition fit for ex- 
part till after the arrival of cold weather. 
Our pork products meet with slow sale 
abroad, and our exports of petroleum are 
restricted by a falling off in production here, 
while the recent sharp advance in the price 
of cottom tends to lessen greatly the for. 
eign demand for that staple. The balance 
of merchandise trade has been against ws 
this summer, when account is taken of the 
difference between prices as invoiced at the 
ports of departure and those actually paid 
for imported goods on their arrival in this 
equntry. There are drafts by American 
tourists in Europe to be paid for, and inter- 
est and dividends on American securities 
héld abroad must be provided for, besides 
the money for bonds which are being sold 
by. some foreign holders’ who want to in- 
vest the proceeds in gold mines in South 
Africa . and Western Australia. All these 
facts promise to furnish occasion for a 
drain of gold from the Treasury, which is 
obliged to meet it under the present awk- 
ward arrangements by which the. green- 
backs have to be redeemed as fast as pre- 
sented and then put aut again, while im- 
porters are paying duties with paper instead 
of. the gold they formerly used to pay cus- 
tgm-house dues. The revenues for the last 
two fiscal years fell behind the current ex- 
penditures more than 112 million dollars, 
and there ino important improvement in, 
that respect now, though Treasury officials 
are quoted as saying they expect the reve- 
nues will be nearly equal to the expenditures 
by the close of this caléndar year. 

So it will probably be found necessary for 
the administration to’ make another bond 
issue as the only means left for maintaining 
the parity and avoiding the national dis- 
henor of semi- -repudiation, with the indus-~ 
trial and commercjal paralysis which would 
fellow swiftly. upon the announcement that 
the parity was no longer to be preserved. 
Already nearly 180 million dollars have been 
obtained in this way since the Democrats 
undertook the direction of affairs, the fact 
being a standing monument to the folly of 
the, pig-headedness which was not content 
to let well alone. Rut another bond issue 
would be infinitely preferable to the misery 
to be averted by it. 

‘There is very little room to doubt that the 
syndicate stands ready to take another issue 
of bonds.. By agreement it has the option of 
taking any issue that may be offered up to 
the beginning of next month, and the gen- 
tlemen composing it practically stand 
pledged to do all in their power to prevent 
severe loss to the Europeans who bought our 
securities freely ‘a.few months ago on the 
recommendation of the syndicate managers. 
So there need be no fear on that score, and

legitimate reason for expecting there will be 
nO speculative pressure to export gold, the 
demand being limited to the supply of com- 
mercial needs. But Congress ought to go 
to work early next winter to obviate the ne-

Engineer Green, the man who re to 
supply a jury in Judge, Payne’s court with 
water while the jurors were locked ona 
‘hot night last week, has been cited before 
the Cook County Civil Service Commission 
on charges of neglect of duty.

These are 
the first complaints against county em- 
ployés which have ‘been brought before the 
commission. The complainant in both cases 
is Christopher’ Dahnke, custodian of the 
Criminal Court Building, who has made a 
close investigation of the occurrence. Dahn- 
ke says in writing that Green hag been negli- 
gent of his duty and was insolent ‘when asked 
to supply water)to the jurors. In trying to 
make a defense for himself Green safd that 
Gielow, the fireman, was supposed to report 
for dutyat 11 o'clock every night, bt fre- 
quently did not appear until 5 in the morn- 
ing. Custodian Dahnke thought Green was 
culpable for not reporting Gielow’s neglect 
of duty and made this one of the principal 
items in his complaint. 


Examine Many Applicants. 

Drs. Hunt and McNamiara were busy yes- 
terday examining applicants for positions as 
attendants at county institutions as to their 
fitness from a medical standpoint. Seven- 
teen men and women who are thus anxious 
to serve the county were put through an 
inquiry on the care of the sick and insane, 
the answers in the main being satisfactory.

All those who have made applisation for 
admission to the labor service of the city 
will be examined at Battery D Monday by 
the examiners. appointed for this purpose 
by the Civil Service Commission. Dr, Haw- 
ley of the Health Department will conduct 
the physical examination, and a board com- 
posed of a foreman from the Sewer Bureau, 
one from the Street Bureau, and another 
from the Water Office and an outside fore- 
man will conduct the examination.

INQUEST AT FORT SHERIDAN DEFERRED. 


Manner of Private Jenkins’ Death te Be 
Thoroughly Investigated. 

Private George W. Jenkins, Troop K, Sev- 

enth Cavalry, United States army, was killed 

by a Northwestern railroad train early yester- 


day morning. 

Just how Jenkins was killed is a mystery. 

Coroner Knight, who went down from 
Waukegan to Fort Sheridan yesterday, be- 
lieving that he had only an ordinary ec¢cident 
to look after, changed his mind when he 
heard the evidence of the comrades of Jenkins 
and he postponed the investigation until more 
witnesses can be summoned. A Sergeant and 
a trumpeter of Jenkins’ troop told Capt. 
Hare, their troop commander, in the Coroner’s 
presence, that the conductor and a brakeman 
of the 11:55 p. m. train ont of Chicago had a 
struggle with Jenkins in the car and threw 
him off the train at the Fort Sheridan station. 
The soldiers who were on the train with Jena- 
kins eay that they leftthe cars, and once they 
looked back and they say they saw Jenkins 
struggling with the train hands, who 
him out of the door and apparently t 
him down the steps to the ar ayy ool on the 
other side of the train. Thetrain then drew 
away from the depot but Jenkins was not on 
the platform. 

“The only supposition possible under the 
circumstances,”’ said one of wicnesses 
yesterday, *‘ was that Jenkins had sudceeded 
in getting back on the trainagain.” |
